FOREWORD 


A  S  THE  humanistic  movement,  which  we  loosely  call  the  Renaissance, 
JL2L  flowed  outward  across  Europe  from  the  duchies  of  Italy,  the  creative 

•*•  arts  disengaged  themselves  by  degrees  from  the  service  of  the  Church 

and  passed  into  that  of  man.  The  wave  gathered  itself  slowly  to  the  re-baptism 
of  the  individual.  The  first  tides  of  the  impulse  were  already  apparent  in  the 
thirteenth  century;  by  1550  they  had  at  last  covered  the  colder  landscapes  of 
the  North.  In  art,  they  survived  with  diminishing  amplitude  the  Baroque,  and 
even  the  eclecticisms  of  the  eighteenth  century  and  the  First  Empire,  and  came 
to  their  ebb  only  in  face  of  the  insistent  machine-rhythms  of  the  industrial  revo¬ 
lution.  Upon  the  breadth  of  the  continent  they  left — to  pursue  to  the  end 
this  unambitious  metaphor — a  Nilotic  deposit,  as  it  were,  of  artistic  fertility; 
and  above  all,  what  John  Addington  Symonds  has  called  "an  apocalypse  of  the 
beauty  of  the  world  and  man  in  unaffected  spontaneity”. 

The  considerable  collection  of  fine  art  contained  between  the  covers  of  the 
present  catalogue  is  an  abstract  of  the  history  of  Renaissance  craftsmanship, 
extending  from  the  cassoni  of  Verona  and  the  tapestry-weaving  of  the  Fleming 
Willem  van  Pannemaker  to  the  best  eighteenth  century  furniture  of  France  and 
England  and  the  goldsmith’s  work  of  Russia  under  Paul  I.  It  summarizes  the 
relationship  between  patron  and  artist-craftsman,  the  most  fruitful  one  of  the 
whole  aristocratic  system,  and  is  at  the  same  time  a  diorama  of  the  taste  of 
three  centuries.  Coincidentally  one  may  commence  with  the  marriage  escut¬ 
cheon  of  the  Strozzi  family  in  Renaissance  Florence  and  end  with  the  gilded 
silver  wedding  service  of  the  Borghese,  engaged  in  making  a  hasty  dynastic 
alliance  under  the  guns  of  Napoleon.  The  whole  is  a  synthesis  of  sober  mag¬ 
nificence.  It  is  also  a  lengthy  explanation  of  the  place  of  individual  wealth  in 
the  culture  of  the  past,  a  sort  of  monument  to  the  Medicean  idea.

He  made  for  the  Emperor 
Charles  V  the  great  Tunis  set  commemorating  the  Emperor’s  expeditions  to  Africa,  and  for 
the  Duke  of  Alba,  his  Victories,  both  sets  enriched  with  gold  and  silver.”  He  was  active 
from  about  1540  to  the  third  quarter  of  the  century,  and  appears  to  have  been  much  employed 
by  the  governments  both  of  Spain  and  the  Empire,  for  which  his  known  works  include  the 
great  series  of  the  Seven  Deadly  Sins  and  the  two  hangings  of  The  Apocalypse  in  Madrid.
